for each question. If you must answer 60 
multiple-choice questions in 30 minutes, for 
example, you'll need to answer two a 
minute to get through. Check whether 
you're on schedule several times. 

Read test directions with extra care, For 
exampie, if the directions for answering 
multiple-choice questions say that some of 
the items may have more than one correct 
answer and you are to find all of these. 
you're not likely to make a good score if 
you've read the directions so carelessly 
that you mark only one answer on each 
item. ’ 

Or you might be asked to choose an in- 
correct answer from among several correct 
ones, You'll be lost if you missed reading 
the word “incorrect.” 

If in spite of a careful reading, you still 
don’t understand test directions, ask the 
examiner to clarify them for you. Even 
on most standardized tests, the examiner 
is allowed to give further explanation. 

Read each question with a sharp eye. 
Absorb every word. If you overlook a key 
word in a question, or misread yards for 
feet, your answer will be wrong. 

Answer first the questions which appear 
easiest to you. Then you can come back 
to those on which you need more time. 
Too, as you answer other questions, you 
may find information falling in place in 
your mind which will help you with test 
items on which you drew a blank at first. 

After you've answered all the questions 
for which you’re reasonably sure you know 
the right answers, at least guess in answer- 
ing the others unless the examiner or the 
instructions have made clear that guessing 
will be penalized in scoring 


If your score is to be based on the num- 
ber of answers you get right, you have 
nothing to lose by guessing. No doubt you 
have partial knowledge for answering some 
of these questions anyway; so in getting 
eredit for answering part of them right, 
youre only reflecting what you actually 
know. 

If you run short of time in answering 
essay questions, jot down at least an out- 
line of what you could have written with 
more time. You may get partial credit in 
this case. 

If you finish a test early, you’re foolish 
to leave. Go over your answers one by one, 
covering them up to see whether you can 
remember your decision. If you can’t, re- 
consider the question. If you decide you 
have a better answer than your first one, 
go ahead and change it. The odds are two 
to one that you will raise your score if 
you have a good reason for changing the 
initial answer.

As history it is a poignant, moving story. 
But as a drama, it is uneven. It is difficult 
to find a thematic center in this work, a 
core around which all parts cohere, be- 
cause playwright Celeste Raspanti has not 
woven together a succession of scenes and 
characters that develop and finally fuse 
into a dramatic whole. Scenes such as that 
of the children separately recounting por- 
tions of their experiences and the series 
of small scenes between Raja and Nanza, 
become diffuse in context of the whole 
and produce an episodic effect that takes 
the edge off other more dramatically 
oriented scenes. 

Ritual Concept 

Despite the difficulty the script presents, 
the Clarke Drama Department production 
of “Butterfly” was, as a whole, consistently 
very fine. The tenor of the concept pre- 
sented was ritual: In the emphasis on Jew- 
ish customs in the family sabbath scene 
and in the wedding scene; in the tableau 
of Raja and Irena after she tells of her 
child thrown from the train, and again in 
the final tableau where family, friends, lov- 
ers, repeat to Raja their beliefs, their 
hopes. The idea of ritual was intensified 
finally, by the solemn entrances of Raja, 
and the exodus of the entire cast at the 
end.
